Tra ough Dis Majeſtie is aſſured, that Þis Having ſo ſuddenly paſſed 
2 theſe two Bills, being of ſo great importance, and ſo earneſtly deſired 
by both Houſes, will ſerve to aſſure His Parliament, that He Des 
ſires nothing moꝛe then the ſatilfaction of His Kingdom; yet that He 

may further manifeſt to both Houlcs, how tnpatient He is till He 
linde out a full renedie to compoſe the preſent Otliempers, He is pleas 


— ſed to ügniſie: 
That His Majeſtie Will by Pꝛoclamation require, That all Statutes made — 


Reeuſants, be with all Care, Diligence, and Severity put in execution. 

That His Majeſtle is reſolved, That the ſeven Condemned Pꝛieſts ſhall be a 
Baniched (if His Parliament ſhall conſent thereunto:) And His Majeſtie will give pꝛeſent 
Oꝛ der (af it ſhall be held ſit by both Houſes) that a Pzoclamation iſſue, to require all Romiſh 
Pꝛieſts within twenty dayes to depart the Kingdom; and ik any ſhall be Appꝛehended after 
that time, His Majeſtic aſſures both Houles, in the Woꝛd of a King, That He will grant 
no pardon to any ſuch, without conſent of His Parliament, 


And becauſe His Majeſtie obſerves great and different Troubles to ariſe in the pearts of 
is People, concerning the Government and Liturgie of the Church, his Majeſtie is 
willing to declare That He will refer that whole Conſideration to the wiſdom of His War- 
lia ment, which He defires them to enter into ſpeedily , that the preſent Diſtractions about 


the ſame may be compoſed: But defires not to be pꝛeuled to auy ſingle Act on His part, Lil 
the whole be lo digeſted and ſetled by both Honles, that 918 — ite cleerly lee 1 
is 4 to be left, as well as what is fit to be taken away. 94 7 
Foꝛ Ireland (in behalt of which Dis Majeſties heart bieeds) as 915 3 Maſeltie hath concurred 
with all Pꝛopoſitions made fo2 that Service by His Parliament, ſo he is reſolved to leave 
nothing undone foꝛ their KNeliek, which ſhall fall Within His po:Ttble Power, noꝛ will refuſe 
to venter his owne Perſon in that war, ik His Parliament tall think it convenient for 
the reduction of that miſerable Kingdome, | 
And laſtly, His Majeſtie takiitg notice by ſeveral! Petitions of the great and ) generall de⸗ 
cay of Trade in this Kingdom, and moꝛe particularly of that of Clothing, and new Dꝛape⸗ 
ricscconcerning which Þe received lately at Green wich amodeſt, but earneſt Petition from the 
Clothiers of Suffolk) of which decay of Trade, his Majeſtie hath a very deep ſence, both in 
reſpect of the extream want and poverty it hath bzought, and mui bꝛing upon many thou⸗ 
fands of His loving Subjects, and of the influence it muſt have in a very ſhort time upon the 
very ſubſiſtence of this Nation, Doth earneſtly recommend the conlideration of that great 
and weighty Buſineſſe to both Houſes ; Pꝛomiſing them, that He will moſt readily concur in 
auy Reſolution their Wil doms (hall inde out, which may conduce to ſo neceſlarr a Work. 
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
